SHIPS ASSAILED 


Former Envoy Says In- 
vasion of Germany 
Would Require at Least 
8 Million Americans. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP).— 
Members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee reported -to- 
day that John Cudahy, former Am- 
bassador to Belgium, had sug- 
gested that the United States join 
with Britain and France in work- 
ing out a peace agreement. with

Cudahy said British . military 
leaders believed that the only way 
the war could be won “is by an in- 
vasion of Germany.”

“Il was in Belgium when the Ger- 
mans came in, and I have seen the 
German army at close range. I 
know something about its might.”

Another witness, John T; Flynn, 
a columnist, said in a statement 
that. while the armed ship bill it- 
self was not important, it was “one 
item in a collection or series of 
operations, the effect of which is 
to create’a state of war.”

American merchant ships “to’more 
deadly forms of attack.” 
“When the merchant ships are 
armed and the submarines know 
they are armed they will engage in 
none of the preliminaries,” Fiynn 
eontinuéd.

BREAK THROUGH 

ON BROAD FRONT 
WEST OF CAPITAL 
CLAIMED BY NAZIS 


Advance Almost to Sub- 
urbs Reported; City 
Bombed Day and Night 
—Reds Tell of Street 
Fighting in Kalinin. 


LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio declared tonight that 
the Germans were making “a great 
effort” to advance in the Novgorod 
sector, 100 miles south of Lenin- 
grad, but that all the Nazi assauits 
had been beaten back. 


BERLIN, Oct. 23 (AP).—German 
spearheads are about 35 miles from 
Moscow—almost to the suburbs of 
the Soviet capital—spokesmen said 
tonight after the high command 
declared the city’s western and 
southwestern outer defenses had 
been breached on a broad front. 


Although there was no definite 
word the stubbornly defended cap- 
ital had been encircled, the belief 
was expressed here that there was 
little... Jikelinood the Red Army 
‘@et any effective help 
through to bolster the city’s garri- 
son. German bombers, it was said, 
now are battering at Moscow by 
day as well as night. 

Special High Command Report. 

A special announcement from 
Adolf Hitler’s field headquarters 
during the day told of the break 
through the outer defenses in a 
hard-hitting assault and said the 
Germans at several places were 
within 60 kilometers (about 37 
miles) of the capital. 

The break-through was made 
during. the last few days despite 
bad weather conditions, the high 
command communique said. Mos- 
cow was bombed heavily again last 
night, it added. 

Dispatches earlier had reported 
extremely bad weather along the 
whole line of battle and indicated 
that the Russians were defending 
Moscow with great tenacity. 

Nevertheless, they asserted the 
German grip on the defenders of 
the Soviet capital and the indus- 
trial Donets valley was _ steadily 
tightening and mentioned a new 
outburst of violent fighting on the 
approaches to besieged Leningrad. 

Donets Basin’s Fall Predicted. 

Dienst aus Deutschland, com- 
mentary with close official connec- 
tions, even predicted imminent 
conquest of the Donets valley. 

On the front around Moscow the 
air force apparently has been en- 
trusted with the job of softening 
Soviet resistance. 

One projected Russian tank 
charge in the. Moscow area was 
spotted by reconnaissance flyers 
and smashed by  dive-bombers 
while it still was being organized, 
they said. 

That the Russians are putting 
up extremely stiff resistance 
around Moscow, however, was in- 
dieated by a report that additional 
Nazi units, freed after finishing 
the mopping-up of the Bryansk 
battlefield, had been moved: into 
the middle sector of the front. 

One German report said the com- 
mander of a Russian reserve army, 
Lieut.. Gen. Wischnjewsky, had 
been captured. 

Fighting in Leningrad Area. 

Reports of a new spurt of fight- 
ing before Leningrad said the Ger- 
mans took 1600 prisoners and cap- 
tured 33 flame-throwers from one 
Russian division. Nazi newsreels 
showed Finnish artillery in action 
on that front. 

No. details were given of the 
advance claimed in the Donets 
Basin, but German flyers reported 
setting 11 trains afire and de- 
stroying six locomotives at Khar- 
kov and Volorshilovgrad. In the 
Moscow area, it was said, 17 trains 
were damaged or destroyed. 

Nazi figures indicated that Rus- 
sian regions already occupied pre- 
duce 70 to 80 per cent of the 
products needed for arms. In the 
case of manganese it was report- 
ed Germany has taken the entire 
production capacity.

LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP).—Supply 
Minister Lord Beaverbrook, re- 
cently returned from Moscow, told 
the House of Lords today that 
Russia’s great losses of war equip- 
ment and manufacturing facilities 
left the U. S. S. R. in a position 
similar to that of Britain after 
Dunkerque. 

He said the United States and 
British missions to Moscow had 
promised Joseph Stalin to make up 
Russia's losses in tanks and planes. | 

Beaverbrook declared biuntly 
that the situation in Russia was 
grave despite the development of 
many movable industries. He said 
Stalin described them as “leap 
frog industries which could be 
moved backward or forward as 
the enemy advanced or retreated.” 

“They have steel plants and 
heavy engineering works 900 miles 
or more from the German line of 
advance,” Lord Beaverbrook said, 
“and these are capable of immense 
production.” 

He said “we have made avail- 
able the October quota of all 
things promised by us in the 
agreement signed in Moscow,” and 
added that he had received infor- 
mation that similar promises by 
the United States are being ful- 
filled. 

Main Cry is for Tanks. 

In his lengthy report on Rus- 
sia’s position and its needs Beaver- 
brook said that Stalin’s chief cry 
was for tanks; that the Russian 
Premier regarded the war as one 
of tanks and that the nation cap- 
able of building the most motors 
would win. 

“Needless to say,” Beaverbrook 
commented, “Mr. Harriman was 
pleased because his country is out- 
standing in motor production.” 

W. Averell Harriman, as head 
of the United States mission, was 
in Moscow with Beaverbrook 
throughout the tri-partite confer- 
ences. | . 

Beaverbrook gave an intimate 
picture of Stalin at work: 

“When we came to the discus- 
gion of military equipment we of- 
fered Stalin some armored car- 
riers. He seemed to think they 
would be very useful and called 
them tankettes... 

“Three times he left the con- 
ference table and went to the 
telephone and dialed the telephone 
himself. He did not seem to have 
to look up the number... | 

“Stalin said he did not greatly 
believe in the very large German 
tanks, which were easily over- 
come, and then he told us that the 
same ks and the same aircraft 
were sent against the Rus- 
sians as were sent against the 
‘French last year and that both 
tanks and aircraft had been step- 
ped up in armor and gunpower. 

“He thought that the process 
would go on for some time. 

_ Tanks and Planes for Victory. 

“But Stalin also said that the 
war would be decided eventually 
by the tank and airplane in co- 
ordination and that when complete 
co-ordination of the tank and 
aircraft had been developed on a 
common front the war might be 
settled.” 

Beaverbrook disclosed that Stal- 
in promised Britain raw materials 
from Russia to meet “many of our 
needs” such as pitch, chrome, pot- 
ash, magnesite, potassium, timber 
and canned salmon. 

“We promised him aluminum, 
copper, lead, zinc, brass, phos- 
phorus and shellac. ... The Amer- 
‘ieans promised oil and _. petrol 
from the United States and that 
‘was very gratifying. 

“We have forwarded a consider- 
able quantity of wheat,” he said, 
‘wheat that has come out of our 
own stocks in Canada... We are 
also shipping large quantities of 
sugar taken from our own stocks 

-in Britain.” 

; Russia Needs Aluminum. 

- Describing Russian. industrial 
‘Josses as heavy, he added: 
'.“Aluminum losses were more 
serious. Stalin told me that we 
must expect a considerable drain 
on our aluminum resources if we 
were to sustain the Russians.” 

He said Britain had plenty of 
raw materials and tools but ma- 
chine tool output would have to be 
increased. 

“We have no right to demand 
from the United States any very 
great flow of machine tools in the 
future.

LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP))—-Mem- 
bers of the House of Commons in 
a war debate today suggested at- 


tacks on Italy, night landings on 
the continent by raiding parties 
and sending British troops to the 
Ukraine as a means of helping 
Russia. 
Laborite Philip J. Noel-Baker, 
opening for the opposition in a 
full dress debate on the conduct 
of the war, declared Britain's 
frontier was now on the Volga 
and suggested that Britain’s 
forces in the Middle East be sent 
to suppurt the Russians in the 
Ukraine. P 
Col. Josiah Wedgwood, another 
Laborite, suggested that there were 
“at least 100 places” along the 
European coast where British 
troops could force landings tn night 
raids “which would give the army 
training.in fighting which they 
would never get from maneuvers.” 
A majority of those taking part 
in the debate agreed that a large 
scale landing on the continent 
would stand little chance of suc- 
cess, but Commander Stephen 
King-Hall, a Laborite, asserted that 
“Germany has an appendage called 
Italy and that opens up vital pos- 
sibilities.” 

“Temptation” of Peace. 
“If Russ'a surrenders,” said Col. 
Wedgwood, “I doubt whether our 
resolution to hold out would endure 
for long, so tempting would be 
Hitler's offers for peace. 

“If Russia goes out and America 
does not come in and if Hitler of- 
fers us terms whereby the British 
Empire would be left intact our 
resolution must be firm. 

“There is no hope for us but 
to smash Hitler and now we have 
a God-given chance of actually do- 
ing it.” 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
said if the members could be in 
closer contact with the fighting 
services they would be better able 
to judge the situation. 

“At one time in this country last 
summer,” he said, “there was not 
even one fully trained and equipped 
division. Our defenses were virtual- 
ly non-existent and our Middle 
East forces lacked practically all 
modern equipment.” 

The Foreign Secretary was re- 
ferring to .the situation in 1940, 
immediately ‘after the fall of 
France. é 

He told Commons he was “not 


enamored of the phrase, ‘Help for 


\ 


Russia,’ because it is help to a com- 
mon victory that we want. The 
whole cause is one cause.” 

“This country is ready for any 
sacrifice to help the Russians.’ 
Noel-Baker declared. “The army 
wants to fight.” 

He said “the Government's 
greatest mistake was not seeing 
the total identity of interests be 
tween our allies and ourselves.” 

While supporting Prime Minister 
Churchill for refusing to discuss 
questions of strategy, Noel-Baker 
declared “there is deep and wide 
spread anxiety about the war in 
Russia and what British forces 
have done to help Russia in her 
hour of need.” 

Use of Near East Forces. 

“We now have powerful forces 
in the Middle East,” he said, “and 
I believe our people would be very 
happy if some part of these forces 
could be sent to support Russian 
armies in the Ukraine. 

“While our fighters are doing 
grand work here, they could be 
better employed in Russia if we 
wanted to smash the power of the 
luftwaffe and we must get Spit- 
fires up against Stukas in land 
battles wherever we can.” * 

He said strong forces of fight- 
ers defending Moscow do “four 
times more” than could be done 
from this side. 

Turning to supplies, he said that 
Russia must be assured a con- 
tinual stream and added: 

“For four months. our forces 
have held back crazy militarists in 
Tokyo from breaking the Russian 
lifeline to America, ,. , 

“The people of this country are 
ready to take grave risks for Rus- 
sia, Let the Government be very 
certain that whatever they decide, 
the nation will see them through,” 

Pledge by Eden. ) 

Eden, replying for the Govern- 
ment, declared: “We realize what 
opportunities this German attack 
(on Russia) offers us,” but that to 
tell what action will be taken 
“would be playing into the hands 
of the enemy.” 

“I can only give this House one 
pledge,” he said, “and it is a pledge 
I assure them that the Government 
is determined to honor. 

“We are going to give Russia 
every help in our power by every 
means,” 

He told Commons that even at 
the expense of the British army, 
equipment was being speeded to 
Russia.

Rogge summoned scores of wit- 
nesses, among them Mortimer and 
executives of the North American 
Co. Mortimer’s testimony before 
the grand jury is ‘understood to 
have been fully as complete and 
as helpful as his statements to the 
SEC. 

Under these circumstances, the 
SEC lawyers in the case opposed 
the indictment of Mortimer, wish- 
ing to use him as a Government 
witness if the case came to trial.

APPEALS COURT GUTS 
RECEIVER'S FEE $9000 


Allows H. C. Barker Total of 
$7500 for Handling Kat- 
telman Affairsy ° 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in an opinion filed 
here today, decided that Attorney 


Harry C. Barker should receive 
only $5000, in addition to a pre- 
vious allowance of $2500, for serv- 
ices as receiver of Harold J. Kat- 
telman’s bucket shop business. The 
Court reversed a ruling of District 
Judge George. H. Moore, who al- 
lowed Barker a final fee of $10,- 
000 in addition to the previous 
$2500. 

Morris J. Levin, trustee, ap- 
pealed from Judge Moore’s allow- 
ance, The Court of Appeals found 
the total assets‘of the bankrupt 
concern to be $43,502, and said that 
the $10,000 allowance would bring 
administration expenses to $22,108, 
or 51 per cent of the total. 

The Appellate Court’s opinion, 
written by Judge Archibald K. 
Gardner, with Judges J. W. Wood- 
rough and Seth Thomas concur- 
ring, said that the amount of fee 
in a bankruptcy proceeding should 
depend on time spent, intricacy 
of questions involved, size of es- 
tate, results obtained, and “the 
economic spirit of the bankruptcy 
act.” 

The opinion quoted the late 
Judge Charles B. Faris’ statement 
that the bankruptcy act was passed 
“for the benefit of ailing business, 
and not of the bar.” Therefore, it 
held that the $5000 allowance, 
made by Referee in Bankruptcy 
Elmer E. Pearcy, was liberal.

Mayor Says Two Members, 
Now Without Pay, Per- 
form Useful Work in 
Transition Period. 


The Efficiency Board continued 
to function today in the transition- 
al period until the new municipal 
merit system is working smoothly, 
pending determination by the Civil 
Service Commission as to when 
the system is fully operative.

the interim period so the city’s 
business in the hiring of employes 
may be carried out.” 

Mayor Becker said that since 
Sept. 15 there has been a turnover 
of 221 employes in city hospitals 
alone, which could not have been 
handled otherwise than by the Ef- 
ficiency Board. 

The Mayor pointed out that Sec- 
tion 30 of the civil service amend- 
ment expressly provided that pay- 
rolls and salary payments as pre- 
viously established should remain 
in effect until new ones are pre- 
pared by the Civil Service Com- 
mission, which also must prepare 
examinations for a Director of 
Personnel. The Mayor will ap- 
point the director from among 
the three ranking candidates. 


Opinion of City Counselor. 


It was learned today that an 
opinion recently given Mayor 
Becker by the City Counselor held 
that the Efficiency Board could 
operate until personnel functions 
were set up under the new merit 
system. The Mayor did not make 
public the opinion (which also 
was given to the Civil Service 
Commission) on the ground that 
to do so might bind the commis- 
sion to an interpretation to which 
it might not agree. 

The opinion, it was learned, 
pointed out that the administrative 
function of the merit system was 
not. entrusted to the commission 
alone, but to the Director of Per- 
sonnel and that the administrative 
system would not be completed un- 
til his selection. In the mean- 
time, under general law, it was 
pointed out, administrative em- 
ployment services of the city may 
be maintained.

Irving Abramson chairman of 
the.

Provisional Judge in Freeing 
G. M. Curry, Says State 
Law Is Invalid, 


George M. Curry, operating as

excess of one hour and a half. Cur- 
ry testified that he was away from 
the store at the time and had left 
orders against overtime work. Two 
other store officers testified that 
Mrs. Smith, an office employe, did 
not work overtime. 

Harry D. Carey, counsel] for the 
company, attacking the constitu- 
tionality of the law, contended it 
was class legislation because it ex- 
empted telephone operators and 
persons employed at canning in 
towns of less than 3000 population.

WPA labor, used at Neaf’s direc- 
tion to obtain cubic measurements 
of buildings in the county, entered 
into the controversy, Deuser charg- 
ing that because of this help, fur- 
nished to the county, not to the 
former Assessor individually, the 
index was properly a county rec- 
ord. 

Neaf said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the index was his prop- 
erty—“my brains,” he termed it— 
that no part of it was done at 
county expense, and said: 

“If the present Assessor can’t 
put values on property, he should 
resign. This loose-leaf file, which 
is in my possession, shows my idea 
on valuing new buildings, at the 
rate of 60 per cent of reproduction 
cost. I took it with me, and they'll 
have to get a Supreme Court order 
to take it away from me.” 

Neaf said all the reports made 
by the WPA workers were on file 
at the Courthouse. The book 
which he is holding is his digest 
of the reports, he said, and con- 
tains the result of much overtime 
work done by him in consulting 
builders as to reproduction costs. 
Neaf said he found no record of 
this sort in the office when he 
took it, and that his successor has 
the same privilege of developing a 
record that he had. 

Neaf, a Democrat, whose conduct 
of the Assessor’s office had been 
widely commended, was defeated 
by Deuser, Republican, in last No- 
vember’s election.

35,000 Nazi Losses Reported. 
Russian troops inflicted 35,000 
casualties on the Germans before 
abandoning Taganrog, the commu- 
nique said. 
The mid-day Soviet communique 
said “during the night of Oct. 22- 


| 23 our troops engaged the enemy 


along the entire front.” 

(That was the only picture the 
communiques gave of the fighting 
situation, except for mentioning 
operations pf the Soviet air force 
against Nazi planes and. land 
forces.) 

Dispatches said the Germans had 
moved forward slightly in the di- 
rection of Maloyaroslavets, 65 
miles southwest of Moscow. The 
Red army line was said to be 
holding in the Mozhaisk vicinity, 
57 miles west of Moscow. The bat- 
tle in the Orel sector, 200 miles 
south of Moscow, still continues 
with the Germans stalled, it was 
declared. 

An official announcement said 
that between Oct. 11 and Oct. 18; 
500 planes had been destroyed in 
raids on Nazi airdromes. 

An Izvestia correspondent said 
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}Red army units at Kalinin had 


fought off intensified attacks for 
eight ‘days, with the Germans hurl- 
ing in masses of men and large 
numbers of medium and heavy 
tanks. The Russians were reported 
to have met the Nazi onslaught 
with repeated counterattacks of 
their own. 

“Now fighting is going on in the 
city streets,” the Izvestia dispatch 
said. “Anti-tank obstacles and bar- 
ricades are being erected in the 
streets. Squares are furrowed by 
trenches. The struggle goes on for 
every inch of Soviet land — for 
every street, for every house. Some 
city blocks have changed hands 
several times.” 

Izvestia said that more than 3000 
Germans had been killed or wound- 
ed at Kalinin, and that the Rus- 
sians had destroyed 64 tanks, 15 
armored cars, 190 trucks and nu- 
merous pieces of field artillery. 

Reds Hold in Novgorod Area. 

Two-thirds of the way northwest 
toward besieged Leningrad Izvestia 
reported that the Red army line 
was holding, unbudged, after weeks 
of fighting’ along Lake Ilimen and 
the banks of the Volkhov River. 
The river flows from Lake Iimen 
past Novgorod and into Lake La- 
doga east of Leningrad. 

“Two months ago, after six days 
of fierce fighting for Novgorod, 
our troops under pressure of a nu- 
merically superior enemy were 
forced to leave the town,” Izvestia 
said. The Soviet forces took up 
the river-bank defense line east of 
the city, the newspaper said, add- 
ing: 

“Since then the Germans tried 
more than once to break through 
our defense, cross the river and 
outflank us. But all these attempts 
were thwarted by our artillery and 
minethrower fire and daring in- 
fantry counterattacks. The unit 
continues to hold the defense line 
firmly.” 

Battle for Donets Basin. 

Izvestia’s correspondent said that 
in the fighting on the approaches 
to the Donets Basin the Nazis lost 
1500 men killed and wounded on 
Oct. 20 alone. A squadron of Ital- 
jan cavalry was said to have been 
annihilated, 34 tanks disabled, 
many trucks and much military 
equipment destroyed. 

He estimated that the enemy 
lost about 10,000 men and officers, 
hundreds of tanks and a great 
amount of other armaments in all 
the fighting in this area, although 
the Germans were now continually 
massing fresh forces of Italian, 
Hungarian and Rumanian troops. 

“As a result, at this sector of 
the front the enemy has at his 
disposal much larger forces: than 
the defenders. The Red army 
troops are putting up a powerful 
resistance to the frenzied on- 
slaught of the enemy.” 

On the western front before Mos- 
cow, the Pravda correspondent 
said Russian planes yesterday de- 
stroyed up to 100 tanks and 250 
trucks with infantry and ammuni- 
tion in the Mozhaisk and Malo- 
yarosiavets areas. Ten planes were 
reported burned on German air- 
dromes,

can very considerably influence 
the course of destiny over the 
whole world through the tripartite 
Let the world turn that 
point over and it will realize how 
truly important and stabilizing Ja- 


pan can be. 


Urges Deliberation. 


“If we concede Japan paramount 
status as a pacifier and reflect 
upon the new government’s frank 
declaration that peace is its policy, 
all the more necessary is it that 
the United States, as leader of the 
democratic nations, but with asso- 
ciation with Britain, deliberate on 
this splendid occasion for recipro- 
cation.” 

Japan, the Foreign Office organ 
said, has tried to become friends 
with the United States but has met 
with the “Stimson doctrine” of 
economic pressure, freezing of 
credits and encirclements. 

“This is the time,” it said, “for 
the United States and Britain to 
conclude that they can use Japan 
—not for their own purposes but 
to help the world. This empire 
isn’t anybody's tool, 

“It understands with full clarity 
the implications of any combina- 
tion against it arising out of world- 
wide victory. 

“Working on that hypothesis, # 
determines its own defensive fu- 
ture, the success of which can be 
left to a judgment upon results 
of past efforts. 

“The United States has seen 
what Japan has done since 1931 
despite every concerted effort to 
impede its progress. It should ac- 
cept the goodness in that program, 
cast out the prevailing distrust 
and believe that Japan’s purposes 
are confined to putting the Far 
East and the Western Pacific into 
economic order, 

“The trouble has 
malign propaganda.” 

A starting point for a new ap- 
proach to the entire question, the 
Times and Advertiser said, was 
contained in pronouncement of 
peaceful intentions by the new 
government of Hideki Tojo.

Wartime Shipping Control on Pa- 
cific Side of Panama Canal. 


PANAMA, Panama, Oct. 23 (AP) 
—Authoritative United States navy 
sources disclosed yesterday that 
wartime shipping control is being 
enforced at the Pacific entrance 
to the Panama Canal, all United 
States merchantmen being in- 


structed on the sea lanes they 
must ply whether en route to 
North or South America. 

The system, which has been in 
effect for six months,.is aimed at 
insuring efficient control of all 
United States shipping in the 
event of an outbreak of hostil- 
ties, 

The navy source said the control 
plan, similar to one being pre- 
pared for the Atlantic entrance 
to the Canal, was based on the 
naval system of observation of 
routes to the Canal, 

The prescribed lanes are changed 
constantly, new ones being as- 
signed only after naval patrols 
have established that ey are 
safe. The area between the as- 
signed lanes and the shore are 
patrolled by planes. 

On any given day, all merchant- 
men leaving the Pacific side must 
follow the prescribed lane for a 
stated distance out to sea before 
being permitted to turn off toward 
their destinations. 

The contro! system for the Atlan- 
tic side will be somewhat differ- 
ent, the navy source said, because 
the Caribbean area, which he 
called “mare nostrum,” offers 
greater safety.

Hillman replied he knew nothing 
about rates en the Detroit job. 
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In fact, he confessed that he 
knew very few details of the De- 
troit situation but had based his 
judgment on his general knowl- 
edge of the whole field of labor 
relations. This surprised commit- 
tee members, particularly since 
Hillman had just testified he had 
more than 200 full-time employes 
in OPM’s labor division and at 
least 1000 $1 a year and part- 
time assistants. 


“In the present situation,” Hill- 
man said, “we find an employer 
who, by his own admission, has 
been anti-union during his entire 
business history. Suddenly, we 
find him making a deal with a new 
organization that seeks to attack 
and destroy the existence of al- 
ready well-established unions in 
the construction field — a field 
where these unions have been pre- 
dominant for many years. 


“Now what does this deal consist 
of? It involves a closed shop 
checkoff contract not for one year, 
not for two years, but for the un- 
usual term of five years. This ab- 
normal dealing suggests that such 
a contract for five years was not 
arrived at by normal collective 
bargaining between an employer 
and a bonafide organization. On 
the contrary, we must infer that 
this arrangement was adopted by 
both parties for some ulterior pur- 
pose. 

“Now the aim of the United Con- 
struction Workers in this regard 
is quite clear. The member unions 
of the building trades department 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, I am told, believe that their 
very existence is at stake since the 
United Construction Workers is en- 
gaged in a deliberate effort to de- 
stroy them, One instance of this\

Lewis iis a 
brother of John L. Lewis, United 
Mine Workers head and former 
CIO president. 


“The contractor’s representative 
in this instance,” Lewis declared, 
“states that he signed the AFL 
closed shop agreement because of 
his understanding that the OPM 
stabilization agreement required 
him to do so. Some 1500 families 
were evacuated from the camp 
site. Not yet paid for their homes, 
they are living in destitution, 
while promised jobs on the camp 
go to outsiders imported by the 
AFL. 

“Here again AF'L representatives 
/boldly asserted in public addresses 
and otherwise that the OPM agree- 
ment meant that they were to do 
all defense construction.” ; 

In response to a question by 
Chairman Truman, Lewis denied 
that the UCW had entered into a 
“deal” with the Currier Co. Lewis 
said “our boys” had organized 
the Currier employes through pro- 
longed efforts over m&ny months. 

“The AFL,” said Lewis, “is. at- 
tempting to have the OPM do the 
organizing job that it was unable 
to do itself. Of 3,000,000 workers 
in the construction industry, far 
less than 1,000,000 are members of 
unions.” , 
Brewster asked Lewis about the 
charge of “raiding” made by Hill- 
man, and Lewis’ answer was. that 
Hillman had been a member of the 
CIO executive board when the 
board approved the organizing pro- 
gram of the construction workers. 
Hillman previously had testified 
that as a CIO vice-president he 
had not approved the UCW cam- 
paign. 

It was pointed out to Lewis that 
the army did not interpret the 
OPM-AFL stabilization agreement 
in the building industry as a closed 
shop agreement. 
“That may be true,” Lewis re- 
plied. “But the army has changed 
its mind so often that I don’t know 
where they stand. That was par- 
ticularly true in the St. Louis 
grea.” 

“Yes, that is correct,” Chairman 
.ruman said. “In St. Louis they 
took two or three different stands 
with respect to labor on defense 
projects.” 

Senator Ball (Rep.) Minnesota, 
tried to pin Lewis down on the 
issue of “raiding” with respect to 
the CIO action in taking over 
Minneapolis and St. Paul locals of 
the AFL Teamsters’ Union. Lewis 
said this was done on request of 
members of the unions. 

“I challenge Mr. Hillman to deny 
that this agreement is not what I 
have shown that it is—a virtual 
monopoly for the AFL on all de- 
fense construction.” Lewis said. 
“It is, in fact, nothing more nor 
less than an unlawful conspiracy 
to use the powers of Government 
on behalf of one branch of labor 
against another. It is the rankest 
sort of discrimination against any- 
one who refuses to pay tribute to 
the building trades unions of the 
AFL. 

“The UCW rejects this type of 
thinking. It does not believe that 
the workers in any industry be- 
long to anybody except themselves. 
The workers are the ones who 
have the right to determine their 
own union affiliation. It is not 
for some .bureaucrat in Washing- 
ton to decide for them what union 
they shall join. Such action is 
completely contrary to the policy 
set forth by the National Labor 
Relations Act. 

Hillman during his brief re- 
turn to the stand read from a 
clipping from a Detroit newspaper 
aescribing the action of the De- 
troit and Wayne County Council 
of the CIO condemning “raiding” 
by the United Construction Work- 
ers. A resolution adopted by the 
council specifically deplored the 
UCW's “raiding”: of the AFL 
teamsters’ union in Detroit, 

Backed by Haywood. 
When he took the stand, Lewis 
countered this by reading a tele- 
gram from Alan 8S. Haywood, di- 
rector of organization for the CIO, 
declaring that the CIO is ‘firmly 
behind” the construction workers’ 
drive, “regardless of the action of 
any subordinate branch” of the 
organization.

TEST VOTE ON WAR 


Asks Roosevelt to Settle Is- 
sue by Letting Congress 
Decide on Declaration 
Against Nazis. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 23 (AP).—The 
America First Committee asked 
President Roosevelt today to settle 
the issue of peace or war by sub- 
mitting to Congress “a resolution 
for the declaration of a state of 
war between the United States and 
the German Reich.” | 

The organization, in an open 
letter to the White House, served 
notice it would vigorously oppose 
adoption of such a resolution, but 
maintained that “the integrity of 
this nation and loyalty to the Con- 
stitution demand that the decision 
between peace or war now be made 
by Congress.” 

In releasing copies of the mes- 
sage, Gen. Robert E. Wood, acting 
chairman of the group opposing 
American participation in the con- 
flict abroad, said the proposed 
change in the Neutrality Act to 
permit United States merchant 
ships to enter war zones would 
make American entry into the war 
inevitable. He contended that the 
proposal marked the culmination 
of “the studied program to put us 
into war... 
issue in an honest, straightforward 
way.” 

He added: 

“The time has come for our Gov- 
ernment to abandon the technique 
of subterfuge and to present hon- 
estly to Congress the only real is- 
sue which America must decide— 
peace or war. Though we will op- 
pose it with all the resources at 
our command... we are convinced 
that the question must be settled 
now and in the way and by the 
authority required by the Constitu- 
tion. 

“If Congress votes for a declara- 
tion of war, the constitutional 
voice of the American people will 
have spoken and this committee 
and all other patriotic Americans 

will respect that decision. 

} “If, on the other hand, Congress 
- fn its wisdom votes down a dec- 
laration of war, the administration 
must respect that decision and 
take no further step toward our 
involvement.”

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SUULLIN STEEL 
UNION COMPLAINT 


Will Allege That Concern 
Has Contract With 
Group It Dominates— 
CIO Delays Strike. 


A formal complaint that an inde- 
pendent union with which the 
Scullin Steel Co. has a contract is 
company dominated will be issued 
tomorrow or Saturday by the St. 
Louis office of the National Labor 
Relations Board, Miss Dorothea 
deSchweinitz, NLRB regional di- 
rector, announced today. 

Her announcement came after 
the CIO Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee, Local 1062, met last 
night and voted a one-week post- 
ponement of its threatened strike 
at the request of the National De- 
fense Mediation Board. 

Board to Apply Pressure. 

In a telegram read at the union 
meeting, William H. Davis, chair- 
man of the Mediation Board, urged 
the men to continue production for 
one week “as patriotic citizens.” 

He assured them the Mediation 
Board would put pressure on the 
NLRB to expedite action on the 
union’s charge, filed last July, that 
the Scullin Steel] Co. Employes’ 
Mutual Aid Association, Inc., was 
@ company union. 

When the dispute went before 
the Mediation Board in July, the 
union agreed not to strike until the 
NLRB had an opportunity to act 
on the charge. 

Before the seven-day period ex- 
pires, Davis’ telegram said, the 
Mediation Board will report to the 
union “exactly how long and what 
steps will be necessary to deter- 
mine their bargaining rights.” 

Debate on Delay. 

After reading Davis’ telegram, 

Raymond J. Hartlein, SWOC in- 
ternational representative, urged 
union members to grant the post- 
ponement. 
' There was a heated debate, in 
which members of the union said 
that “if the NLRB hasn’t done 
anything in three months, it won’t 
do anything in seven days.” How- 
ever, the vote to defer action until 
another meeting next Wednesday 
night was virtually unanimous, 
Hartlein said. 

Two hours before the meeting, 
held in a hall at 4512 Manchester 
avenue, a representative of the Me- 
diation Board telephoned Hartlein 
from Washington and urged him 

to seek a postponement of the 
strike. 

Miss deSchweinitz conferred this 
morning with Harry Scullin, presi- 
dent of the company. Agreements 
were reached on some’ points, she 
reported, but the complaint will 
be issued and a hearing before an 
NLRB trial examiner scheduled as 
soon as possible. The examiner 
then will make an intermediate 
report to NLRB headquarters in 
Washington, which will make the 
final decision. 

The plant, at 6700 Manchester av- 
enue, is working on important de- 
fense contracts, including orders 
for bomb castings for England. 
The CIO claims a majority of its 
2100 employes and is seeking recog- 
nition as bargaining agent.

| SMOKED TURKEY SHOULD 
BE COOKED LIKE 
CHOICE HAM 


OOKING a smoked turkey 
(is more like cooking a ham 
than poultry. 

Young tender smoked turkeys 
may be baked slowly as in roast- 
ing ordinary poultry, but first 
they should be soaked overnight 
to take out part of the curing 
salt. Also, because the fat is 
likely to be strong, it is well to 
baste the bird with a mixture 
of brown sugar and vinegar, 
lightly flavored with cloves or 
mustard, After soaking over- 
night, a young smoked turkey 
weighing 9 to 10 pounds, un- 
stuffed and ready for baking, 


| takes about four and one-half 


hours in an open shallow pan, 
without added water, at 250 de- 
grees. For even cooking, the 
turkey needs to be turned occa- 
sionally from-side to side, and 
breast up part of the time. It 
may be stuffed or unstuffed. If 
stuffing is put in, omit the salt, 
because the juice absorbed from 
the bird will supply plenty. 
Older smoked turkeys are 
simmered throughout the cook- 
ing in water to cover, as in 
cooking a so-called “boiled” 
ham. Sliced smoked turkey 
breast “steaks,” when fried cor- 
respond to slices of fried ham. 


And leftovers of smoked turkey 


can be used the same as ham 


in many tasty recipes.

The provision of a_ training 
school for feeble-minded Negroes 
and an increased number of Negro 
patrolmen in the Police Depart- 
ment were urged yesterday at the 
organization meeting of a Negro 


citizens committee to combat 
crime by members of their race. 
The meeting, at the Pine Street 
Y. M. C. A, was called by the 
Negro Interdenominational Minis- 
ters’ Alliance. 

A report submitted by the Rev. 
W. A. Cooper, committee chairman, 
stated that there were only 22 
Negro patrolmen at present. The 
meeting agreed unanimously that 
this was too few. It was urged 
that Negro policemen are better 
qualified than whites for work in 
Negro neighborhoods, because of 
their familiarity with social condi- 
tions and their greater interest in 
‘Negro welfare. 

The problem of feeble-minded 
Negroes was stressed by J. E. 
Mitchell, editor of the Argus, Ne- 
gro newspaper, who declared that 
there are no “present facilities for 
the care of such persons. Pressing 
for a Negro training school, Mitch- 
ell said, “When the feeble-minded 
are allowed to be at large, there 
are bound to be crimes, Then we

Russians to burn. 


The food problem hase been 
solved by the Nazi army’s soup 
kitchens, but as winter’s snow 
swirls through the charred ruins 
of burnued buildings, the sight of 
women and children hunting for 
firewood is not a reassuring sign. 

Delayed fires were set off by 
hidden Russian mines after the 
city was occupied and burned for 
five days, razing 20 blocks even 
after 10,000 other explosives had 
been made harmless, Nazi officers 
told me during a conducted tour. 
Bridges are in ruins. 

Many of the mines, they said, 
were set to explode from radio 
impulse and others were hooked 
up with the electricity system. 

Forest Felled for Barricades. 

There were no signes of street 
fighting in Kiev itself but in the 
outskirts some buildings had been 
shelled and others hit by machine- 
gun bule!ts. 

On the, western edge, a great 
forest had been cut down and the 
trees piled up for barricades 
against the German tanks. 

The five-day fire, which began 
Sept. 24, five days after the Ger- 
mans ‘raised their battle flags over 
Kiev’s citadel, has presented a 
great problem in providing for the 
city’s inhabitants. Normally there 


eare 500,000 but I was told 300,- 


000 were shifted elsewhere as the 
German armies began closing in. 

Fifty thousand persons lost their 
homes in the fire, and “to make 
things worse,” a German officer 
told me, “the Russian forces had 
taken the fire department with 
them, including personnel, trucks 
and hose.” 


Two Main Hotels Burned. 

Among the buildings destroyed 
were the two principal hotels, the 
Grand and Continental, the main 
telegraph office, two department 
stores, many small business houses 
and hundreds of dwellings. 

Today, more than three weeks 
after the city’s occupation, stores 
still are closed and street cars 
stand idly where they stopped 
when the Germans arrived.

Some army kitchens sstill are 
functioning on a food-for-work ba- 
sis of exchange. 

“Seven thousand of the mines 
we removed were planted in the 
most unexpected places, where 
they had no right to be—in mu- 
seums, cloisters, churches and ad- 
ministrative buildings,” said the 
German officer. “In the Lenin 
Museum alone we found three and 
one-half tons of dynamite. The 
other 3000 mines were found where 
one could expect them—at railway 
emplacements and other points 


were Russian or German. 

At intervals along the road one 
could see an overturned Russian 
tank near a huge crater from a 
German air bomb. The Germans 
apparently had a way of dropping 
their bombs not on the road, where 
the craters would disrupt their own 
traffic, but just to one side, near 
enough to blast Russian tanks off 
and thus clear the route.

HOUSE VOTES FOR NEW METHOD

The bill, defeated last year, was 
approved by a vote of 124 to 121. 

At present the Judges can only 
be removed after a_ trial in the 
United States Senate. The bill 
would provide an additional meth- 
od. 
Representative Hobbs (Dem.), 
Alabama, contended that the legis- 
lation was no evasion of the Con- 
stitution as Wolcott (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, and others had argued, but 
was only supplementary to Section 
3 of the Constitution which stipu- 
lates that Judges shall hold office 
during good behavior.

000 fled to the forests, staying 
there about three weeks. He said 
the Nazi dive-bomber attacks were 
“most terrible.” Block after block 
of buildings were destroyed in 
Zhitomir and it was unusual to 
see an undamaged house. 

Wrecked Tanks Along Road, 

All through the area there was 
evidence of terrific tank battles. 
Along the 300-mile stretch from 
Lwow to Kiev there was a wrecked 
tank every few hundred yards. 
Among 1000 such wrecked tanks, 
only nine were clearly German.

“In order to obtain the maxi- 
mum quantity of some critical and 
essential materials, during the 
emergency, it will be necessary to 
make exceptions here and there in 
any price regulation. For this 
reason and many others that may 
arise, any price control law should 
allow sufficient latitude to those 
in charge of its administration to 
exercise their best judgment as 
changes or unusual situations and 
circumstances may, from time to 
time, arise.”

CAUSE OF ICELAND 
CABINET QUITTING 


Leaders Defeated on Con- 
trol of Living Costs, Ris- 
ing Due to U. S., British 
Occupation. 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Oct. 23.— 
(Delayed)—(AP).—Prime Minister 
Hermann Jonasson and his coali- 
tion cabinet of four resigned to- 
day because of a disagreement Ov- 
er policy toward a war-engendered 
rise in living costs in neutral Ice- 
land. 

The resignation came after a 
preliminary crisis forced by the 
Progressive party’s attempt to pass 
a bill to control prices, which are 
rising rapidly as a result of the 
occupation by British and United 
States troops. The Ministers had 
governed Iceland since April 18, 
1939. : 
' Regent Sweinn Bjoernsson ac- 
tepted the resignation, but asked 
the government to remain in of- 
fice until a new cabinet was 
formed, because “these are diffi- 
cult times.” 

. The bill to regulate prices was 
introduced by Progressive Ey- 
gteinn Jonsson, Minister of Com- 
merce, evidently with the approv- 
al of Jonasson, who also is a Pro- 
gressive. 

‘ Other parties forming the gov- 
ernment rebelled at what their 
spokesman called “a move toward 
Btate Socialism.” 

' Resigning with the Prime Min- 
ister and Jonsson were Independ- 
ent Olafur Thors, Minister of In- 
@ustry and Communications; So- 
cial Democrat Stefan Johann Stef- 
Ansson, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs and Social Welfare, and In- 
Gependent Jakob Moeller, Minister 
of Finance. 


: Iceland canceled its union with 
Denmark and became an independ- 
ent republic May 17, 1941, slightly 
more than a year after the cabinet 
@ssumed royal prerogative upon 
German occupation of Denmark. 
On May 21 Sweinn Bjoernsoon, 
Icelandic Diplomat and former 
Minister to Denmark, was elected 
regent, taking over functions for- 
merly exercised by King Christian.

According to this information, 
the Japanese appear to be prepar- 
ing for an advance into China 
northward from Laokai. For this 
purpose one division has been col- 
lected at Vinh-Yen, near Hanoi, 
capital of French Indo-China, and 
troop shelters are being built all 
along the line up to the frontier at 
Laokai. 

Chinese reports insist these are 
large enough for eight divisions. 
Protecting the right flank of these 
men, at Langson, facing the 
Chinese province of Kwangsi, is 
from one-half to a full division of 
Japanese, who might be expected 
to advance parallel to the railway 
along the frontier. 

The Chinese have cut the rail- 
road on their side of the frontier, 
go the Japanese are accumulating 
a large number of rails for replace- 
ment along the line on former 
French territory. 

All appears set for another Jap- 
anese blow at the Chinese, and 
here is the point—military men 
note that from Laokai to the 
Burma road at Kunming, are 
nearly 300 miles of difficult going.

While the people of France are 
not now actually starving, the ef- 
fects of mainutrition because of 


improper diet are already evident, 
Dr. John B. Youmans, associate 
professor of medicine of Vanderbilt 
University, Nashville, Tenn., told 
the American Dietetic Association 
convention at Hotel Jefferson yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Youmans was a member of 
the Rockefeller Foundation Health 
Commission, which made a survey 
of the food situation and its effects 
on health among the people 
Southern France during the first 
six months of 1941. 

“The calorie intake of the people 
examined was about normal, but 
at the same time considerable loss 
of weight was observed in many 
because the mere intake of quan 
tity does not assure proper nutri- 
tion,” Dr. Youmans said. 

Anemia is already quite preva- 
lent and rickets caused by vitamin 
D deficiency was found in about 40 
per cent of the persons examined, 
he declared.

EW ZEALAND is _ entering 
N upon the third spring of its 

war against Germany. Heére in 
the Antipodes the winter has just 
ended; peach, nectarine, apple and 
plum trees are beginning to bloom; 
the familiar flowers of field and 
garden, many of them brought 
from England years ago to a not 
dissimilar climate, make the Octo- 
ber countryside a sort of echo or 
foreshadow of the northern May. 

Over the smiling land the recruits 
are drilling, the training planes 
hum; the walls bear a proclama- 
tion extending compulsory military 
service to all men, married or un- 
married, between the ages of .18 
and 45, inclusive. 

The stranger’s first impression 
here may be that the war has 
scarcely touched this remote and 
happy nation. 

Such an impression, however, 
can not survive the most cursory 
examination of the military effort 
here. Both by voluntary and by 
conscripted services, by national 
savings loans and increased tax 
burdens, New Zealand is—as in the 
last war—doing its very full share. 

A country one-sixth greater in 
extent than Great Britain, it has 
a population of only 1,641,616,  in- 
cluding 90,287 Maoris who are not 
obliged to do war service. Yet it 
has provided, in its own army and 
in the men it sends to the R. A. F. 
and the British navy, a proportion 
of fighters which approaches the 
maximum. To do likewise, the 
United States would have to have 
an army of more than eight mil- 
lion men, exclusive of navy, air 
force and auxiliary services.

There are some reasons why 
New Zealand can make such a 
military effort without the disloca- 
tion of national life which might 
follow in other countries. This 
country is pastoral and agricul- 
tural; there are no great indus- 
tries which might be paralyzed by 
the loss of man power. There are 
a good many “reserved occupa- 
tions,” of course, and there exists 
a court to decide between the 
claims of the armed services and 
those of private enterprise in, the 
case of any man whose occupation 
makes him valuable to both.

This is the principal con- 
cern of Sir Frederick .Leith-Ross, head of the economic bureau 


set up by the Allied Conference, which held its second meeting in 


London Sept. 24. 


Sir Frederick, the British Treas- 
ury’s- No. 1 expert, hag tackled 
many problems of trade relations 
in the past, but his present job 
is the biggest conceivable. It will 
.be up to him. to direct the con- 
versations which will lay plans for 
the world’s reconstruction after 
this war. He is now in Washing- 
ton discussing these problems. 

The British Government’ has 
come to realize the necessity for 
eliminating costly competition in 
industry and agriculture, but it 
has only taken these steps as part 
of the war economy. Have Great 
Britain and the United States, or 
‘indeed has any other nation, 
reached the conclusion that inter- 
nal subsidies, high protective tar- 
iffs and dumping are the factors 
which have led to past world eco- 
nomic crises? This is the ques- 
tion that many of Britain’s eco- 
nomic experts are asking today. 
There are certainly ‘few indica- 
tions that the British Treasury has 
revised its views or, if it has, 
that it has accepted the logical 
conclusion which economists say 
is a necessity for national and in- 
ternational planning. 


This, in the first instance, -will 
mean paying out compensation to 
industries artificially created and 
the British treasury is basically 
opposed to the principle of general 
compensation.

The implications of this plan, 
which hag been accepted by the 
British as a basis for talks, seem 
to alarm British economists. They 
see Britain’s post-war position as 
most difficult with most of its for- 
eign markets gone while its need 
for imported raw materials and 
foodstuffs will not be markedly 
less. Secondary industries wil! 
have grcwn up in the Dominions 
and the United States which wil! 
diminish their needs for British 
products. National price control 
would mean low internal prices, 
but high export prices, making it 
impossible for British industries to 
compete with foreign industries. 

On the basis of the American 
plan, neither Britain nor any of 
the European countries would pe 
in a position to bargain for mar- 
kets in view of export quotas.

Refutes Lindbergh’s Statements. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WO statements of a particularly ex- 

travagant nature in Lindbergh's Fort 
Wayne speech of Oct. 4 seem worthy of 
brief analysis here. 

First, Lindbergh is reported to have 
said, in referring to the administration, 
“They have been treating our Congress 
more and more as the German Reichstag 
has been treated under the Nazi regime. 
Congress, like the Reichstag, is not con- 
sulted.” ) 

Examining this statement factually, we 
see that revision of the Neutrality Act is 
now being asked of Congress. (It passed 
the House of Representatives Friday, 
Oct. 17, by a vote of 259 to 138), despite 
the fact that many legal experts hold 
that termination of the application of 
the act to this war is within the power 
of the President. 

Second, Lindbergh stated: “I do not 
know of a single statement I have made 
that has been proved false.” : 

It is of particular interest to examine 
this statement in relation to military 
aviation, upon which Lindbergh con- 
stantly advises the American public in 
the role of an expert. In his testimony 
on the Lend-Lease Act, before the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, on Jan. 23, 
Lindbergh stated: 

“I spent several weeks in Greenland in 
the summer of 1933, surveying the coasts 
for air bases, and studying the condi- 
tions that would be encountered in op- 
erating a Northern air route. I came 
to the conclusion that of all the pos- 
sible air routes between America and 
Europe, the one over Greénland would be 
the most difficult to establish and op- 
erate. 

“Secondary bases might be placed in 
parts of Greenland, but, in my opinion, 
Greenland is not of primary importance 
from the standpoint of aviation bases.” 

This judgment on the part of Lind- 
hergh has now been completely refuted 

experience. The United States is now 
maintaining important air bases in 
Greenland and is making constant use of 
the “Northern air route” between Ice- 
land and the United States. Flying con- 
ditions in the Greenland area have been 
found by service pilots to be superior to 
those in many parts of Alaska. 

Yet Lindbergh, who has proved to be 
so wrong in the field of aviation, where 
he sets himself up as an expert, does 
not hesitate to speak also as an author- 
ity in the fields of foreign, naval and 
military policy, in which he has had no 
experience of any kind whatsoever.

THE AFL PLAYS KING CANUTE. 
Sidney Hillman, associate director of the OPM, was 
the picture of a badly harassed man when he ap- 
peared before the Senate Defense Investigating Com- 
mittee yesterday, our Washington dispatch indicates. 
Mr, Hillman was trying to explain why he had 
recommended rejection of a low bid on a defense 


} housing project near Detroit, although it would have 
‘| saved the Government $430,000. His version makes 


the decision no more palatable than in previous ac- 
counts, but it discloses the conflicting pressures that 
work upon Government officials connected with the 
defense program. | 2 
There were other factors, but the primary one in 
the Currier Lumber Co.'s failure to get the contract 
was that it proposed to build pre-fabricated houses, 
and that it employs CIO labor. The AFL building 
trades unions are bitter opponents of the pre-fabrica- 
tion process, and also of CIO labor in the construc- 
tion field. 

To give the contract to Currier would have speeded 
up the job and saved money for the Government. 
On the other hand, however, it would in all probabil- 
ity have meant strfkes by AFL labor. “They were 
talking of a city-wide strike in Detroit of all team- | 
sters which would have tied up thousands of defense 
projects,” Mr. Hillman said. 

It was a painful dilemma in which he found him- 
self. He obviously weighed the alternatives carefully, 
and finally decided that rejection of the Currier bid 
was the lesser of two evils. In other words, Hillman 
capitulated to the AFL threat, for fear that a show- 
down at the present time would set off a bitter 
fight, with possibly great damage to the defense pro- 
gram. 

This does not make a pretty picture. However, 
before the OPM co-director is too severely censured, 
it would be well for public opinion to look at the 
basic cause of the difficulty—the AFL’s stubborn and 
benighted resistance to the use of pre-fabrication 
processes. 

Pre-fabrication applies to building the mass-pro- 
duction methods that have given world leadership to 
American industry, and have, for instance, made it 
possible to turn out automobiles at prices within. the 
buying power of all except the lowest-income groups. 
By the old methods, virtually every part of a house 
is put together at the construction site. By the mass- 
production process, whole wall panels, complete with 
windows, doors, wiring and pipes, are put together 
at the factory, on a continuously moving belt. They 
are then assembled at the building site, and the 
ready-built roof is swung into place. 

A crew of 10 men can put up a house of this kind 
in six to eight hours, the same type of house that 
would require six to eight weeks under the old ham- 
mer-and-saw method. What a great advantage this 
is in defense housing is obvious. Whole colonies of 
houses for workers can be set up in a few days. The 
whole preliminary period of choosing the site, 
negotiating for the land, perfecting the title, grading 
the lot, excavation and 80 on can be used for building 
the parts that are later assembled there. These are 
sturdy, well-planned houses, too, and many are so 
constructed that they can be taken apart and moved 
to new sites, a feature valuable for preventing the 
wasteful creation of “ghost towns” when the emerg- 
ency ends and factories close. 

As to economy, the fact that the Currier bid of 
$979,000 was $430,000 lower than its nearest rival 
speaks for itself. 

Fewer man-hours are necessary to build these 
houses, of course, and that fact is the basis of the 
AFL’s stubborn resistance. Its policy-makers seem- 
ingly take no notice of the fact that lower costs will 
mean more building and more jobs. They disregard 
Henry Ford’s historic demonstration that it was 
possible to sell many thousand more cars at around 
$500 each than at $2000 each, the figure which 
prevailed before he introduced mass production to the 
motor industry. 

Without questioning Mr. Hillman’s sincerity or 
good motives, the fact is he permitted the AFL to 
bulldoze him in the important matter of the Currier 
Co. contract. The defense emergency is an ideal time 
for the use.and extension of the pre-fabricated 
housing idea, since it saves great sums of money 
and much time. An important by-product of a 
war emergency is in forcing the scrapping of ancient 
and costly methods for new and cheaper ones in 
many fields. 

Here is an ideal instance, yet it is defeated by a 
labor organization’s selfishness and stupidity. There 
will have to be a showdown some day on AFWL’s 
opposition to inexpensive pre-fabricating housing— 
its King Canute attitude. This would be a better 
time than any we could imagine. 
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ARKANSAS POINTS WITH PRIDE. 

Arkansas has just closed its poll tax receipt books 
and finds that the total number of eligible voters in 
the State will reach a high mark of 360,000. Our 
neighbor is taking pride in this demonstration of 
greater interest in the right and duty of voting 
among its people. 

Yes, but what might that total of eligible voters be 
if Arkansas did not shut thousands of its citizens 
away from elections by the undemocratic poll tax? 

The framers of the Federal Constitution deliberate- 
ly rejected a property qualification for voters, al- 
though strong sentiment existed for it. Yet Arkansas 
and the Southern states generally set up their own 
property qualification in the form of a poll tax. 

The growing movement for removal of the poll tax 
is one of the best signs in the South. 
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WHAT THE RAILROADS NEED. 
Looking to the completion of the Rock Island Rail- 
road’s reorganization in his court, Federal Judge 
Michael L. Igoe of Chicago said: 


“This line will not be run from New York by 
New York bankers. That has been the trouble so 
far. The line should be run by Chicago or at 
least Western men.” 


The Chicago Daily News says these words set off 
a lot of reverberating echoes, such as the thunder of 
Bryan defying those who would “crucify mankind 
upon a cross of gold.”

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NOW WILL WASHINGTON ACT? 

Machinists are on strike in two St. Louis area de- 
fense plants: the Weldon Spring TNT plant and the 
small-arms ammunition plant. Construction has 
been little affected thus far, but a larger and more 
dangerous strike is in prospect, a general strike of 
all the 7000 machinists in this area, threatened by 
the Machinists’ Union unless the other strikes gre 
settled by next Monday. The issue is a jurisdictional 
dispute between two AFL unions, a point so trivial 
that allowing it to interfere with defense production 
would be intolerable. 

Manufacturers are becoming alarmed. Heads of 
three defense plants making airplanes and naval 
engines yesterday sent wires to key officials in 


Washington urging that steps be taken to avert such 


a strike. 

Lioyd Weber, the Machinists’ Union business man- 
ager, says he has been unable to obtain a ruling 
from Washington, although he has been trying for 
months to get some Federal agency to act in the 
dispute. The failure of any Government official to 
accept responsibility thus far is mystifying. Per- 
haps, now that management has added its voice to 
that of labor, something will be done to head off the 
needless and costly strike that is threatened. 
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WHY COFFEE DISPLACED TEA IN AMERICA. ‘ 

In preparing the series of “typical Missouri meals” 
for delegates at the American Dietetic Association 
convention, historical research showed the French 
influence predominated in this State’s early menus, 
it was found by Miss Ruth Kahn, director of the 
Washington University food clinic. 

There is an interesting sidelight on this, in the 
explanation of why coffee is a more popular Ameri- 
can beverage than tea, the favorite of the “mother 
country.” The French influence had a part in that, 
too, as related by Richard Osborn Cummings in his 
recent book, “The American and His Food.” 

Tea had the original advantage, of course, among 
the colonists. The rebellion against the British tax 
on tea brought a. boycott that helped make that 
beverage unpopular. .During and after the Revolu- 
tion, the French were beloved by Americans, both 
as allies and as leaders in every field of fashion, and 
their favorite drink, coffee, was. widely taken up. 
During the War of 1812, commerce with the Orient 
was interrupted, and at about the same time, Brazil’s 
ports were opened. As a result, the price of tea rose 
to around $1 a pound while coffee fell to 20 cents, 
and economics helped along the trend started by war 
and fashion: 

In Missouri, with its large early influx from 
France, the French customs in food and drink were 
even more strongly intrenched than elsewhere in 
America. Tea has its addicts, now that the influences 
that displaced it in our early history have disap- 
peared, but coffee’s continuance as the No. 1 meal- 
time beverage is a tribute to the vanished France 
of Lafayette and Rochambeau. 
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WHICH?

Hillman, as one of the members of the OPM council, 
made a national appeal for the cessation of strikes 
in defense plants, saying that “the interruption of 
work by strikes or slow-downs is the greatest help 
the aggressors can get.” ' 

Which statement of Mr. Hillman’s are we to heed? 
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AN EXPERT IN PUBLIC FINANCE. 

The name of Morris S. Tremaine is but little 
known, and yet Mr. Tremaine, who died the other 
day in New York, was one of the fiscal heroes of the 
depression. Elected Comptroller—when Alfred JB. 
Smith was still Governoy—Mr. Tremaine found him- 
self responsible for the management of New York’s 
large sinking and investment funds. After the mar- 
ket crash in 1929, most large financial institutions 
in the business world found it necessary to write off 
large losses because of poor investing. Not so Mr. 
Tremaine. So carefully had he employed New York’s 
funds that he not only avoided loss in principal, but 
even achieved a capital gain. 

The importance of this to New York State cannot 
be appreciated unless it is known that the Comp- 
troller of New York holds the funds of separate com- 
munities in the State funds. Thus, he saved cities 
and town and other jurisdictions all over the State 
from financial embarrassment, not to say bank- 
ruptey. State Treasurers and local Comptrollers, 
who attempted to shape their policies after those of 
Morris Tremaine, will hope for a worthy successor. 
New York State, by its size and importance, neces- 
sarily sets many patterns. That of Comptroller Tre- 
maine should be continued, now that wise fiscal ad- 
ministration is more of a problem than ever. 
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BACK TO SCHOOL FOR VOTERS. 

A campaign to give Missouri a unicameral Legis- 
lature similar to that of Nebraska was launched 
here the other day. Whatever form it may take, 
reform in many divisions of the State Government 
certainly is in order. Missouri can’t afford many 
more legislative sessions like the last one, for ex- 
ample, and still call itself a working democracy. 

After other disappointing sessions, reform seemed 
a hopeless job. This time, however, the provision 
for a referendum every 20 years on constitutional re- 
vision stands the voters in good stead. They can, 
if they desire, vote for a constitutional convention 


a 


next year, and then proceed to rebuild their gov- 


ernmental machinery as thoroughly as they wish. 

The referendum is still more than a year away, 
but the launching of thesunicameral drive is not pre- 
mature. If there is to be a convention, and if it is 
to live up to expectations, the voters will have to 
prepare for it. 

They should thoroughly acquaint themselves with 
their Constitution. They should discover the good 
features which ought to be retained. They should 
discover the bad provisions which, in their opinion, 
ought to go. And, most important of all, they 
should study and discuss every proposal for stream- 
lining each branch: the legislative, the adminis- 
trative and the judicial, 

We ought, all of us, to go back to school for some 
civics courses. At least, we ought to “enroll” in 


armchair courseé—the kind you can “take” with 
a book before your fire. ,

HEN G. R. Gibbons, senior vice-presi- 
W dent of the Aluminum Co. of America, 

was before the Truman committee last 
May, he was asked about the famous press 
release in which Stettinius had assured the 
country we had ample aluminum. At the 
time the Stettinius statement was issued, 
Alcoa was already unable to fill orders 
promptly. 

“Reading that release,” Hugh Fulten, 
counsel of the committee, asked Gibbons, 
“in the light of what you have testified as 
tc the facts which the Aluminum Co. then 
knew, if it saw that release, it knew that re- 
lease was not correct, did it not?” 

Gibbons was evasive, arrogant and smug. 
“I might have seen the release,” he replied, 
“and thought it was quite correct because I 
might have thought the war would be over 
in three months, in which case’there would 
be more than enough aluminum for civilian 
needs.” 

He went on to ask a rhetorical question 
which reveals the attitude of mind of Alcoa 
in approaching the problem of defense. 
“Suppose,” Gibbons asked, “England was 
immediately conquered, as it looked very 
much as though it would be at times, and 
the war should suddenly subside, where 
would we land?” | 

The “we” is not you and I, but the Alumi- 
num Co. of America. 

It may be that Alcoa feels the same way 
today. It may be that its officials have 
been talking the same kind of “realistic” 
defeatism to Jesse Jones. I was told in a 
responsible quarter that Jesse: Jones be- 
lieves there may soon be a “negotiated 
peace,” a euphemism for a Nazi victory. 
Whether the story is true or not, Jones has 
certainly played his part in holding up our 
aluminum program.

Congressman Walter M. Pierce of Oregon, 
one of the few members of the House with 
the courage to criticise the RFC head, re- 
cently translated the delay into terms of 
planes, 

“To date,” he said on Sept. 23, “187 days, 
or 37% per cent of a year’s production, have 
been wasted in the effort to protect Alcoa’s 
monopolistic position. On 235,000 kilowatts, 
this is equivalent to 50,000 tons of alumi- 
num. One light fighter takes five tons of 
aluminum and a bomber 30 tons. This de- 
lay is the equivalent of 10,000 fighters or 
1665 bombers.” 

The war which is of primary concern to 
the international Mellon aluminum empire 
is the war to maintain its possessions 
abroad and its power over the precious light 
metal at home. In the prosecution of this 
private war, Alcoa has had the co-operation 
of Jesse Jones, the OPM and the War De- 
partment. 

With competing plants about to be fi- 
nanced by the Government, how does Alcoa 
intend to maintain its control over alumi- 
num? The first answer is that it intends 
to delay the construction of these plants as 
long as it can. 

The second is that Alcoa intends to oper- 
ate new Government plants as a yardstick 
in reverse. Costs will be so padded as to 
keep the price of aluminum high and allow 
a wide margin of profit on Alcoa’s low-cost 
plants. 

The third answer is that Alcoa Intends to 
make alumina its second line of defense.

Bauxite is first made into alumina, then 
alumina into aluminum. Two pounds of 
alumina are required for every pound of 
aluminum, and Alcoa, with the aid of the 
OPM and Jesse Jones, will fight to prevent 
any other company from making the alum- 
ina needed for the new 600,000,000-pound 
expansion program. 

Control of alumina would enable Alcoa to 
control its new competitors in aluminum. 

Alcoa is fighting not only to control alum- 
ina but to maintain its near-monopoly in 
bauxite by hampering the development of 
methods to extract alumina from our huge 
aiunite deposits in the Northwest and from 
low-grade alumina-bearing clays in the 
the South. [n this, it has the co-operation 
of the OPM and the RFC. 


Alcoa is also trying to get the job of build- 
ing any aluminum plants to be operated by 
competitors and to pick the sites for these 
plants. One may reasonably suspect that 
both the methods of construction and the 
choice of the site may be affected by Alcoa’s 
own interests. 

Alcoa wants to make sure that the Gov- 
ernment-owned plants it operates will not 
be able to undercut its own plants by ob- 
taining cheaper power. Alcoa has a plant 
at Vancouver where power costs $17.50 a 
year per kilowatt of capacity. If its new 
Bonneville plant were established at Cas- 
cade Locks, it would get power at $14.50 per 
installed kilowatt. Despite the most stren- 
uous objections from Secretary Ickes, Jesse 
Jones a few days ago agreed to allow Alcoa 
to establish its new plant at Troutdale, Ore., 
25 miles away, where power will cost it 
$17.50 per kilowatt. 

Power will cost $300,000 a year more at 
Troutdale than it would at Cascade Locks. 
Alcoa comes first, defense second. 

I believe the story of the contract between 
Alcoa and Jesse Jones shows that defense 
is jeopardized an the security of our coun- 
try endangered, @e@ long as the Houston 
banker holds the purse-strings of plant ex- 
pansion, The President will some day bit- 
terly regret the power. he has given Jones 
over the defense program, Secretary Ickes’ 
statement to the Truman committee is a 
dreadful prophecy we dare not ignore, 

“When the story of this war comes to be 
written,” he said, “it may have to be written 
that it was lost because of the recalcitrance 
of the Aluminum Co, of America. It is just 
as serious as that.”

HOSPITAL ASSOCIATION 


OPENS MEETING HERE 


Missouri. Group to Discuss 
Problems of Priorities 
and Personnel. 


The Missouri Hospital Associa- 
tion began its annual two-day 
meeting this afternoon at Hotel 
Chase, confronted by current prob- 
‘lems of personnel, priorities and 
community need which, as Miss 
Florence King* of Jewish Hospital 
put it in the presidential address, 
demand both “a good stiff backbone 


and a well-developed funny-bone.” 

“Needs for defense,” she said, 
“have made heavy inroads on our 
nursing and other personnel. Our 
high occupancy has brougnt us 
face to face with the problem of 
where to place the next patient, 
and how to take care of the in- 
creased number of patients with 
the decreased and less experienced 
personnel. 

“Purchasing and stocking sup- 
plies have become other acute 
problems. Remembering the adage, 
‘It’s an ill wind that blows no 
good,’ our hospitals will doubtless 
benefit in many respects from the 
severe tests placed upon them 
now. 

“Advancing costs have confront- 
ed us with the question, ‘Shall we 
increase hospital rates?’ Some will 
be obliged to do this, but it is 
hoped that wherever possible, hos- 
pital trustees will not let the dollar 
sign obstruct their view of the 
patient and his needs. 

“We have striven for so long to 
bring moderately priced hospital 
care to the man in the low-wage 
bracket,” she said. .“Let’s try not 
to lose sight of this policy during 
the present inflation.” 

The new problems were one of 
two main factors in indicated at- 
tendance of more than 200, double 
the average of previous years. The 
other factor—perhaps partly a re- 
sult of the first—was organization, 
for the membership of the associa- 
tion markedly increased this year 
throughout the State,

Auditorium, representatives of 115 
universities and colleges, and of 
30 churches and church boards, 
marched in an academic proces- 
sion. The principal addresses were 
delivered by Dr. Ceorge F. Zook 
of Washington, chairman of the 
American Council on Education, 
and President Gage. Three St. 
Louis Presbyterian pastors, the 
Rev. Dr. John W. Maclvor of Sec- 
ond Church, the Rev. Dr. William 
B. Lampe of Maple Church and the 
Rev. Dr. George E. Sweazey of 
Tyler Place Church, took part in 
the program, Dr. Maclvor presid- 
ing and inducting the new presi- 
dent into office. 


Diseases of Universities. 


Dr. Gage, in his inaugural ad- 
dress, contrasted the prolonged 
life of corporate institutions with 
the limited span of human exist- 
ence, but mentioned infections and 
diseases peculiar to institutions. 
One of these was “bacillus num- 
ericus,” the reliance on mere num- 
bers; others were “institutional 
elephantiasis, a swelling and not a 
growth, a moral disease marked 
by delusions of grandeur,” and “in- 
stitutional sclerosis,” a hardening 
of habit into inflexibility. 

Speaking of the position of col- 
lege president as having an “occu- 
pational hazard,” Dr. wage noted 
that “the average official life of a 
college president is four years or 
less.” 

“To me,” he said, “that is per- 
fectly glorious. It appeals to one’s 
sporting blood. <A college presi- 
dent ranks with aviation, football, 
hunting big game. It is a hazard- 
ous major sport. Next to death 
itself, it is life’s great adventure.”

East to Southern Palestine and 
“south of Bagdad, and on the east 
crossed Eastern Poland.

against the Soviet Union. 


Penetration of Russia.

Italy had advanced into a cor- 
ner of Austrian territory. Most 
French territory was intact. Hol- 
land was neutral. 

Theeonly direction in which Ger- 
many’s position was better than 
that of today was in the Middle 
East where its ally, Turkey, still 
held what is now Syria, Trans-Jor- 
dan, most of Palestine and Arabia 
and Iraq—territory which today is 
neutral or occupied by Britain and 
its allies. 


Nazi Hold on Coastline 


Whereas Germany then held 
only a tiny bit of channel coast 
in Belgium, today it controls the 
whole Atlantic coastline from 
Northern Norway -to Spain. A 
friendly government rules. in 
Spain. The Italian ally almost 
cuts the Mediterranean in two and 
maintains a foothold in Northern 
Africa. The Axis Balkan lines 
take in all the peninsula and ex- 
tend to Crete. 

Rumania is an ally in the Rus- 
sian war and so is Finland. 

Whereas Hitler faces only the 
armies of Britain and Russia and 
the tiny exiled armies of many na- 
tions numbering only a few hun- 
dred thousand, the Kaiser was out- 
numbered both on the .east and 
west fronts by the armies of Brit- 
ain, France, Italy, Rumania, Bel- 
gium, Serbia and Russia. 

At this stage of the World War 
there were many of the more op- 
timistic of the Kaiser’s foes who 
thought he was beginning to lose. 
A review of the battles of 1916 
shows why. 


Battle of Verdun. 


On Feb. 21 the Imperial German 
Army had launched its terrific of- 
fensive at Verdun. The battle 
that lasted eight months and re- 
sulted in 350,000 French and 330,- 
000 German casualties, was not yet 
over in September, but it was by 
then certain that the Germans 
could not take Verdun. 

On July 1 the British had started 
their great offensive on the Somme, 
a battle that was to last four 
months and result in even greater 
casualties—500,000 British and 440,- 
000 German. At this frightful cost 
the British gained 1000 square 
miles and 23 ruined villages, but 
this so improved their position that 
the Germans a few months later 
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carried out their great strategic 
retreat to the Hindenburg Line. 

On the east, too, the Germans 
were forced to give ground before 
the Russian offensive started in 
June. 

On a 300-mile front, from the 
Pinsk marshes to the Carpathians 
in Galicia and Bucovina, the Rus- 
sians began the most extensive of- 
fensive operation of the war up to 
that time and by September had 
advanced from 30 to 50 miles. 
Russia’s Last Big Fight. 

The Russians lost about 1,000,000 
men in what proved to be their 
last big fight of the war. But the 
French and British did not then 
suspect that their big eastern ally 
was practically done for. 

The Serbs, British and French at 
Salonika had just won a minor vic- 
tory over the Bulgarians in the 
Balkans. In two months the re- 
juvenated Serbs were to win their 
first real success, capture of Mon- 
astir (Bitolj). 

Austria, undertaking an offensive 
against Italy from the Trentino in 
the Alps, had been repulsed, and 
Italy had resumed operations on 
the Isonzo River to the east, scor- 
ing its greatest success with the 
capture of Gorizia on Aug. 8. 

The Turks had been driven back 
from their threat against Egypt 
and Suez. Below Bagdad, however, | 
the British had surrendered at 
Kut-al Amara. 


Great Naval Battle. 


The greatest naval battle of the 
war, Jutland, had been fought on 
May 31. The German fleet never 
again ventured out in force. More- 
over, the Germans had felt obliged 
to abandon their first campaign of 
unrestricted submarine warfare as 
a result of United States protests. 

The Austrians had failed in their 
operations against the Italians, and 
the Germans had had to go to 
their rescue against the Russians 
in Galicia. At this stage some 
English and French were begin- 
ning to talk of knocking Austria 
out of the war just as the English 
talk about the Italians today. 
Later, the Austrians bounced back 
with a resounding defeat of the 
Italians at Caporetto. 

Hitler shows no signs of being 
fatally affected by the British 
blockade at this stage, but neither 
did the Kaiser. 

The Napoleonic feature of Hit- 
ler’s effort to. weld all the little 
pieces of Europe into a whole un- 
der a German domination which 
he calls the “new order’ was 
largely lacking in the World War. 

The wave of sabotage, executions, 
guerrilla warfare, reprisals and as- 
sassinations indicates that politi- 
cally he is meeting serious trouble. 
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more or less all gone overseas by 
now, and the recruits in training 
have come up under the-compul- 
sory service law. That law (June, 
1940) prescribed a “ballot” (or what 
we should call a draft) for unmar- 
ried men between 21 and 40, since 
extended to unmarried men from 
18 to 45. In the latest proclama- 
tion the draft is extended to mar- 
ried men (including widowers with 
children) of those ages. 

The recruits are of all ages, since 
the New Zealand draft operates 
like a lottery, with no classification 
by age groups. You will see a boy 
of 18 or 19 drilling alongside a 
man of 45. As a matter of fact, 
they tell me that before the draft- 
ing began there were even wider 
extremes of age in the volunteers, 
and a good deal of cheerful lying 
about ages was involved, 

The superior officers in both 
army and air force are veterans of 
the last war, most of them from 
the Anzac (Australian and New 
Zealand Army Corps), which has 
not been revived this time. They 
are not expected to go overseas, 
but watch class after class of the 
younger men finish their training 
and embark for Egypt, just as they 
did themselves 25 years ago. They 
refer to themselves as “Diggers” 
(the Anzac word for a member 
of the corps, officer or man) and 
add that they are also “dug-outs” 
—a cheerful reference to the fact 
that they were excavated from their 
civilian occupations, in their late 
40s or 50s, to serve again. 


Model Air Station. 


The R. N. Z. A. F. station at 
Whenuapai is very nearly a model 
of its kind, with massive and 
enormous hangars, one very large 
aerodrome and some _ subsidiary 
ones, permanent quarters of a com- 
fort unknown in England, and all 
the equipment necessary for the 
production of pilots ready for ad- 
vanced training in six weeks’ time. 

The usual ground courses are fol- 
lowed by work on Link trainers 
from America, with gunnery and 
navigation; the flying begins on 
Tiger Moth trainers from England. 

The station also has an opera- 
tional unit made up of reconnais- 
sance bombers from America. It 
turns out about 100 pilots every 
six weeks, of whom some go to 
Canada for their advanced train- 
ing, while others are transferred 
to another airfield in New Zealand. 

Under the Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan, New Zealand’s 
quota was something over 2000 
pilots a year; this quota is being 
exceeded regularly, by a comfort- 
able margin, from Whenuwapai, 
Wigram and the other R. A, F. 
stations.

The Achilles, which fought in the 
River Plate action against the Graf 
Spee two years ago, is in the New 
Zealand squadron, as is her sister 
ship Leander. 
No German raider known to have 
operated in these waters could 
withstand an attack from such a 
cruiser. 
In all these services the Maoris, 
whose harmonious and beautiful 
language gives New Zealand many 
of its place names, are volunteers. 
They are not obliged to serve, but 
they have applied in large num- 
bers for all branches, particularly 
the army. 
They are a Polynesian people 
who still live in villages, snaring 
birds, catching fish, following their 
ancestral customs; schools and col- 
leges train them sometimes only 
to send them back, in the end, to 
the villages. But they are proud 
of the battalion they sent overseas 
in the last war (“the Fighters of 
Tu the War God,” they called them- 
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selves) and have come forward

Dogs Prowl Corridors. 


The German guards use severe 
physical punishment if there is the 
slightest violation of the rigid 
prison routine. At night trained 
shepherd dogs—great, wolflike ani- 
mals—are turned loose to prowl the 
corridors. 

As always, the prisoners find 
means of communicating by tap- 
ping on the walls or drains and 
through whispered conversations in 
the momentary absence of guards. 
The morale of most is described as 
high. 

Already there have developed a 
number of heroes and martyrs. 
Outstanding among these was the 
Comte Destinenne d’Orvas, 40 years 
old, who some day probably will be 
recognized as one of the great 
French patriots of the period. 
D’Orves sustained the spirit of an 
entire prison section by his per- 
sonal courage and powers of or- 
ganization. 

At 7 o’clock each morning he led 
a compelling ritual. The prisoners 
stood at attention in their cells and 
watched, in memory and imagina- 
tion, the hoisting of the French 
colors, while from the Comte’s tiny 
quarters came the soft singing of 
“The Marseillaise.” D’Orves sang 
it the last time on Aug. 29 before 
a firing squad,

DIAGNOSIS: Many famous peo- 
ple have been troubled with stut- 
tering or stammering. You may 
recall that Demosthenes and prob- 
ably Moses belonged in this cate- 
gory. Incidentally, have you ob- 
served how seldom it is to find 
a woman who. stutters? This 
speech difficulty is primarily a 
psychological affliction of the male 
sex, particularly the adult type of 


stuttering. At the pre-school age, however, it is quite normal 
for children to stutter and stammer, since they have a larger 
“understanding” vocabulary than their “speaking” vocabulary. 
In a hurry to express their ideas, therefore, they fumble for 
words. If you will ignore the situation, they will outgrow this 
perfectly natural phase in their development of language, but 
if you grow neurotic about the affair, or always shout at the 
child to stop and think before he tries to speak, you may really 
afflict him with permanent stuttering.

Reduction in 
Epidemics at 
Army Camps

SSEMBLING men from dif- 
A terent parts of the country 
d widely different environ- 
close contact of 
military mobiligation favors the 
spread of ipfectious diseases. Out- 
breaks and epidemics are bound 
to occur. To prevent them as 
far as possible is one of the great 
problems of the administrative de- 
partment of our new army. 

From the record so far, the 
efforts have met with astonishing 
success. There has been not one- 
twentieth the trouble with epi- 
demics that attended the mobiliza- 
tion of 1917-1918. 

Zinsser suggested a scheme of 
gradual mobilization, consisting of 
regional aggregations of recruits 
for a few months before concen- 
tration in larger groups, of men 
from widely separated parts of the 
country. Undoubtedly this has 
played a part in the small inci- 
dence of epidemics in the present 
mobilization, 

In 1917-1918 thousands of men 
were thrown together at one time, 
and they did not have a chance to 
acquire a gradual immunity to 
each others’ carrier infections. 

a . . 

OF COURSE THE control of 
typhoid fever, diphtheria and 
smallpox is carried out by vac- 
cination rigorously administered. 
These infections which were the 
bane of armies in other times are 
things of the past. For troops 
going to tropical stations we have 
the possibilities of vaccination 
against yellow fever, cholera, 
plague and typhus fever. The 
routine use of tetanus toxoid to 
prevent lockjaw is recommended 
and being tried. 

The hazard of respiratory dis- 
eases, such as influenza and pneu- 
monia, can at the present state of 
our knowledge be met only with 
general precautionary measures. 
A board has recently been estab- 
lished by the Secretary of War 
to “make immediate arrangements 
to control respiratory diseases ard 
reduce their mortality to a min- 
imum.”

A PRECAUTION WHICH I saw 
being carried out in an army hos- 
pital was the use of curtains be- 
tween every bed in the wards. . We 
learned the value of this late in 
the last war. The curtains cut 
down the incidence of cross in- 
fection. Respiratory diseases are 
spread by the large droplets, which 
contain myriads of bacteria, 
coughed and sneezed up from 
throat, lungs and nose. 

Wells has demonstrated that 
these droplets remain in. the air 
with viable bacteria and float over 
longer distances than was ever 
thought possible. He has also 
shown that ultra violet radiation 
is lethal to organisms of the drop- 
let nuclei in the atmosphere. Of 
course the radiant disinfection of 
air is not the only answer to the 
control of respiratory infections. 
But the method has had a prac- 
tical trial in some of the public 
schools of Swarthmore, Penn. and 
the Germantown Friends School of 
Philadelphia.

The Children 


Who Fail to 
Concentrate 
By Angelo Patri 


often described as one who 

does not concentrate. That 
means that he does not attend to 
his work, looks about the room, 
plays with his pencil and paper, 
jumps to attend to the door or the 
waste basket, and does no work 
that amounts to anything. The 
teacher says, “He does not concen- 
trate on his work. If he could 
learn to do so he would do as well 
as any other child.” 

That is true. Any child who 
concentrates on the work .in his 
hands will do it well. The one 
who does not, will fail. The teach- 
er’s problem is to get the failing 
child to attend. to his work, and 
she cannot do that, try as she may. 


T HE child.who fails in schoo! is 


She starts the child, stands by 


him, keeps him going for a few 
minutes, and then he stops; his 
mind is off and away. She is pow- 
erless to catch and bind it to the 
task. Why? 

Concentration is prolonged at- 
tention. Every child who sees 
gives attention to what he sees, 
but no two children attend the 
same length of time to any given 
object, nor do they attend to the 
same objects. What attracts one 
may not attract the other, and the 
time they attend depends on their 
interest. That is true for all 
healthy children. 


+ « * 

SOME CHILDREN have not the 
power to “pay attention” for a 
span longer than the time it takes 
for them to look, see, and turn 
away. I don’t know why, any 
more than I know why some chil- 
dren can run faster and farther 
than others. Some children have 
a very short span of attention for 
some things, and a longer one for 
others; and we say they are in- 
terested in those they attend to. 

Why are they not interested in 
the others? They don’t attend to 
them; they cannot get up interest 
in them. There must be a reason. 
I suspect that it is a lack of pow- 
er to be interested, to understand, 
to do and to experience in this 
field. 

A child who cannot read be- 
cause of some visual or nervous 
defect cannot pay attention to 
reading lessons. We find that he 
tires early, and cannot hold on. 
He cannot pay attention to work 
he cannot do. I think that this is 
behind every case of inattention in 
school, Some inherent weakness 
prevents the child from attending 
to the work. He cannot attend to 
it until that weakness, whatever it 
is—poor vision, defective nerve 
cells, whatever defect is -present— 
is removed. 


* * © 

I WOULD LIKE to have every 
teacher in the world know that 
all children, for the best part of 
their working day, want to do well, 
want to succeed’and, accordingly, 
try to do their work as well as they 
can. When one fails it is not be- 
cause he willed to fail. He wants 
to stand high and be respected by 
his classmates and his teachers, 
and he feels bad when he loses his 
place among them. He needs help, 
special help, when he fails. 

Saying a child lacks concentra- 
tion is not helping any. Along 
with that statement should go a 
suggestion for help, a call for the 
specialist’s attention. Drilling, 
punishing, leaving back, will not 
serve here. The weakness must 
be strengthened; then the child 
will go ahead on his own, and 
gladly.

His name is given as Georg Elser, 
36, and behind him, says Himmler, 
was the British Intelligence Serv- 
ice and Otto Strasser, a former 
Nazi leader and now a bitter 
enemy of Hitler, who lives in 
France. Himmler’s’account of how 
Elser did it sounds fishy indeed. 
As one German put it to me today 
after reading the account: “Now 
I’m sure Himmler planted that 
bomb.”
